POOR FARM ORDINANCE PASSED

Despite the Btrong Opposition of Dr. Evans
and Mr. 0'Donnell

KEW STREET RAILWAY ORDINANCES

Previous to adjournment for the summer
wacstion, Pittsburg Oouncils yesterdsy af-
ternoon broke the record for the passage of
ordinsnces and resolutions. During the
session 75 of these documents were passed
and the desks of members eutirely cleared
of business. This exceeds any previous
day’s work in the number of papers passed
by 25. Among them were several provid-

. ing for the purchase of land sggregating
nearly $275,000, and, including all the con-
tracts approved for the chiets of depart-
ments, the total of city money voted away
wonld spproximate nearly §500,000.

Of this amount about 58,000 represents
the Neeld farm, for the purchase of which
both braoches an ordinance almost
unanimously. Additional land for High-
land Park represents $200,000 or more of
the amount. My Bigelow surprised Coun-
cils by three joint resolutions suthorizing
him to contrsct for the purchase of the
John Fite property lying on the east side
of the main entrance to Highland Park,
the William Flinn property on the oppo-
site side of Highland avenue, and about 28
scres from Charles Lockbart lying at the
noriheast corner of the park, countiguous to
the Allegheny Valley Railroad.

Thes Properties and Thelr Cont,

The Fite property has five acres, was
bought by him about a year ago for §18,000,
and the Chief’s option is for $65000, whioh
is considered 8 low figure, 8o great has been
the increase in values around the park, The
Flinn property isthat long strip on the
west side of Highland avenue, for 30 scres
of which Senator Flinn recently paid
William Howley $180,000, Howley having
slipped in a few months ago and bought it
just as Chief Bigelow was arranging to buy
it for the city at a much lower figure. As
stated by Mr. Bigelow yesterday, the city
gets 14 acres of it at the same price Flinn
paid—F6,000 an acre, or $54,000 for all.

The Poor Farm guesiion first came up in
Seiect Couneil in the shape of Chief Elliot's
report. According to programme the re-
port was referred to the Charities Commit-
tee, which withdrew to the City Clerk’s
office and, inside of ten minutes, returned
with its report in the shape of the ordinance
providing for the purchase. When it was
placed before Councils the discussion
began.

Dy, Evans—1 don’t supposs anything I
may suy will affect the vote on this ordi-
nunee, but I bave an opinion and I mean to
express it, I mocompanied the Charities
Commitiere to inspect tue Neeld furm last
weok, and when 1 saw it I wus astonisheda
thint the committes should think twice
about buying it for a poor farm. If the city
buys it there will come & day when sne will
be sorry. The lund itself is & low lying
platesn surrounded Ly bhills. It is not a
1arm [ would spena much money on for any
purpose. There is some good nnd some
bad land, but "as a whole It is a
very indifferent {arm. it is not =
success as & farm and never was, I
don't think n decent erop has bean raised on
it in ¥ years, except wheat. The lack of
water supply is a serious objection. The
furm is only five miles from Morganzs and
issupplied Ly the same stream, Chartiers
ereek. Mr. Keating has fraquently declarea
on this floor that a river front is essential to
a poor farm, and that Morganza had spent
thousands upon thousunds of dollars for a
wnter supply, because it had only Chartiers
creek to drmaw from. Whether conditiona
have changed since Mr. Keating aryued for

a river front I can’t say, but I can't support
this ordinance.

Mr, Perry Thinks It & Good Farm.

Mr. Perry—I don't know anything about a
farm or farm land, but with the Charities
Cotmnmittee 1 bave visited all the farms of-
fored. When we visited the Neeld farm it
was 50 much superior to any other we had
seen 1 decided in its favor at once, as did
every other member of the committee. 1
don't think there 15 & more suitable
farm in Western Pennsylvania. As to
the water in Chartiers ereek, I don't
claim it s fit to drink, but it will
answer for cleaning purposes and good
drinking water in untitul snppir can be
had anywlhere on the iarm by dlzgine down
75 feet. Muyor Gourley said, looking over
the Neeld farm, that it was an excellent
farm, but had been sadly neglected. There
ere gas, oil and coal under it. and the coal
alone, on adjoining farms, has been sold for
$150 an mere within six vears. Iam'notin
love with the Neeld farm. We snouold have
ariver front. But yon can't get a good :arm
on a river front for our limi &N ROTS,

Chief Bigelow made
ihe same explanation as he in Belect
Council, snd the City Attorney being
called on, explained that the city had a
right to accept the options, but that the
action of Couneils would not be binding
until provision for payment was made in
the next year'sappropristions The resolo-
tions were only preliminaries to the pur-
chase.

A! Becond Avenue Traction Stockholder
Threatetis’ Legal Proceedings,

Amos Townsend, a street and street rail-
way contractor and owner of 254 shares of
stock in the Second Avenue Traction Com-
pany, representing the minority stockhold-
ers, threatens to enter suit against the ma-
jority, asking for a mandamus to compel
the production of the books of the company
in conrt. Bensational charges and talk
of startling revelations to come are
made. James D. Callery, William Cal-
lery, William J. Burns and John C. Riley
are the majority stockholders. Townsend
alleged that when the road was equipped
with electricity the capital stook wasin-
creased to $800,000 at $50 per share, and
that Chief Bigelow at that time got 200
shares at $7 per share, and that other city
officials got in on the ground floor at or
near that figure. Townsend paid ¥20 a share
for 120 shares snd so uently afier
another watering of the stock increasing the
capitalization to §500,000, he got 134 shares
at $40, but to get it he had to allow his bill
for work done on the road to go in for §10 a
share in order to get the stock at less than
par, or to get his money at all

Townsend further alleges that the ma-
jority, having recently purchased the Brad-
dock electric line, which he says is a poor
investment, intend to dump it onto the Sec-
ond Avenue Company, but the minority
will combat this. The ordinance extending
the Second avenue line to the city limit
presented in Council yesterday, is belie
to be part of this echeme 1o make a conneet-
ing route to Braddoek and Turtle Creek.

n regard to the charge against him, Chief
Bigelow says he is not a stockholder in the
road and to his knowledge never was.

BOTH BIDES FIGHT DESPERATELY,

A Double Batils and = .nlﬂﬂtﬂ One Be-
tween Brazilian Federals and Rebols,

MoxTE Vineo, June 27,—During the re-
cent fighting at Riveria, in the Brazilian
State of Matto Grosso, 450 inssrgents at-
tacked 300 Federal troopa There was &
desperate fight, but ultimately the rebels
were repulsed, with considerable loss on
both sides. Politieal Chief Escobar then
took the offensive, and with the grester part
of kis force, armed with American rifies,

on the revolutionists, who had only
partly recovered from the repulse.

The fighting was in many cases hand to
band and was of the most determined char-
acter. The Federals charged with great de-
termination and cut their way entirely
through the insurgents’ ranks. Inthe midst
of the fight the rebel chief Vargas was
killed, and it looked as though victory was
assured for the Federals e su Ate
rebel officers rallied their men, however,
and the Government troops were finally
forced back, fghting evervy inch of the
ground, into the town, where they are now
{ntrenched. The insurgents wear as a
badge a red ribbon with the inseription in
bl letters: “Viva Julio Castilho.
